It is 
true that fresh air, sunlight, exercise 
and simple diet are natural enemies 
of “nerves,” as they are of microbes, 
but these remedies require time and 
the enforcement of a discipline which 
it is difficult to attain in a “nervous” 
household, and so it is regrettable that 
Wwe cannot treat these pesky nerves 
as we do diphtheria germs and drive 
them from the home atmosphere with 
formaldehyde gas, 


Prevalence of Nervous Diseases. 

There is reason to believe that un- 
der the strain of modern conditions 
nervous disease is claiming an increas- 
ing number of victims. This belief 
derives little support from census re- 
turns or vital statistics in the large

The bald figures show a marked 
decline in the death rate from nervous

Causes of Nervous Disease.

They may 
be grouped. however, under three gen- 
eral beadings—beredity, overstimula- 
tion and understitaoulation, Between 
the two extremes last mentioned lies 
the “golden mean” of a well pulsed, 
harmoniously adjusted nervous sys- 
tem. ~ 

Overstimulstion ts the result of the 
demands and vpportunities arising out 
of our rapidiy developing and complex 
civilization, the strenuous life calling 
for a continuous and rapid adjustment 
of our wunds to the kaleidoscopic 
cbanges which are going on:around us. 
We sometimes forget that the inci- 
dents and experiences that formerly 
would have required a lifefime of 100

Firet Steps In Prevention. 

Heving learned that you possess a 
nerveus system of amazing complex- 
ity. “smile and forget it.’ Only the 
strongest brain can indulge in criti- 
enl self analysis, especially of a nerv- 
ove system out ef repair, without be 
coming morbidly self conscious and 
exaggerating nervous manifestations 
which are often of trifling importance. 

With the latent knowledge that you 
have such a system and a very defi- 


hite knowledge of the things that will 
injure it, go on your way with habits 
formed accordingly and with confi- 
dence in your ability to defy disease 
and the odds are all in your favor. 
Nerve strain, neurasthenia and a host 
of other troubles will pass by, leaving 
you unscathed. 

Heredity is undoubtedly responsible 
for many cases of nervous failure and 
the maladies that follow in its wake. 
If individuals whose family history 
shows a tendency to nervous or degen- 
erative disease would refrain from 
marrying the face of this globe would 
be transformed as if by magic within 
a generation. 
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Value of Early Training. 

For best results we must begin ear- 
ly. . Regularity, discipline and the up- 
building of self control are the watch- 
words in dealing not only with the 
nervous child, but with all children. 
Freedom from tndue excitement and 
strain are likewise important. The 
nervous child musi rot. be asked to 
compete either snaely owed ch 


with more fortunately endjwed chil- 
dren. The very principle of* compe- 
tition” should be excluded fr the 
home and school life and the priteiple 
of “training” substituted. Work ‘and 
play for their own sake is a higher 
ideal than the mere desire to “beat the 
other fellow.” ' 
The habit of early retiring sh 


is an exceedingly delicate and 
ressionable mechanism. If the de- 
ands upon it are too heavy the evil 
influence may reach far into adult life 
This is especially true as affecting girls 
between the ages of twelve and seven- 
teen. The school work should be cure- 
fully considered at this period, and if 
there is any sign of nervous instability 
or weakness freedom from the strain 
and confinement of school life is safer 
until the child's health and nervous 
control are fully restored. 

Nervous children and, in fact, all 
children should be examined for any 
possible local source of irritation, such 
as eye strain, adenoids, enlarged ton. 
sils, defective teeth, etc. Correction 
of these troubles may change the en- 
tire future of the individual and great- 
ly simplify the work of training. 


Nerve Strain In Adult Life. 

“Overstimulation” bas been mention- 
ed as the second great cause of nerv- 
ous maladies. This term would con- 
note with intemperance in its broadest 
sense. Many prohibitionists are ex- 
tremely intemperate not. only in their 
language, but in their manner of life. 
They drink no liquor, but they often 
#at too wuch and drink too much tea 
or coffee or tulk too much or work too 
hard and too «ng. 1 would not be un- 
derstood as criticising the prohibition 
movement or the average prohibition. 
ist, but merely wish to show that “‘in- 
temperance” sovergs a wide range of 
activities and indulgences which may 


tent grief, worry or remorse relating 
to matters really long since settled ts 
often responsible for neurasthenia and 
functional nerve troubles. It is de 
sirable to get such things “out of the 
system.” Talk the matter over with 
your physician or your clergyman and 
ventilate the chamber of your mind in 
which it has been confined. The nurs- 
ing of a “grouch” is a type of this 
trouble. 


Effect of Prolonged Strain. 

If the finest quality of bow is kept 
continuously bent it will lose its resil- 
fency. Likewise the most finely poised 
nervous system if subjected to con- 
tinuous and unremitting strain will 
acquire in time a warp or twist which 
requires the most skillful and patient 
treatment to remove. The business 
or professional man who presses stead- 
ily toward some mark, grudging even 
the time given to meals and refusing 
to take intervals of rest, often defeats 
his own ends. It has been contended 
that it is “worry” and not “work” that 


kills. Worry is certainly a terrible and 
often unnecessary health destroyer, 
but it is contrary to common sense as 
well as science to contend that the 
delicate tissues of brain and nervous 
aystem are not injured by overwork.

The Provincial Government 
creasing the Reserves. 


Chief Game Warden Bryan Wil- 
liams, of British Columbia. who has 
just returned from a short tour 
through Lillooet, is authority for the 
statement. that the past season has 
been an exceptionally good one for 
game of all varieties, and that in- 
stead of showing signs of exhaustion, 
the big game of British Columbia, 
are really on the increase. And this 
despite the fact “that all the many 
distinguished hunters who visited the 
province during the past season re- 
turned to their homes delighted with 
the fine trophies secured. There were 
many of such hunters in the field, 
and all had rare good luck. During 
Mr. Brvan Williams’ own stay of 
eleven days in Lillooet, he counted 
no fewer than 160 head of mountain 
sheep and deer. The former are sup- 
posed to have belonged to a band cf 
about 160 frequenting the locality, 
and which are multiplying rapidly— 
the Montana brown sheep or common

big horn. Mr. Honeyman, one of thia 
season’s big ,game hunters from 
abroad, reported sighting 87 sheep 


and 2 deer in a single day, while he 
himself secured the limit of two 
sheep, two goats and two deer, all 
splendid trophies, in the short space 
of eight days. 

For the further ‘protection of the 
game, the Government has just adopt- 
ed orders-in-council establishing three 
reserves, or rather enlarging two ex- 
isting game reserves and formally 
creating as a game reserve the large 
tract in East Kootenay that for some 
time past has been operated as such 
by successive orders-in-council pre- 
scribing annual closed seasons there- 
in. To the Talakom (Lillooet)  re- 
serve anproximately eight miles have 
been added, the reserve now taking 
in the entire valley of the north fork 
of Bridge river and being decided 
upon for the particular benefit of the 
beaver, which are at present there in 
numbers and of exceptional size. The 
new Fort George reserve lies between 
the north and the south fork of the 
Fraser river, with an approximate 
length of from 60 to 70 miles an:l 
breadth of between 30 and 40. This 
is a great moose country, containing 
also some lordly caribou and many 
mountain goats. 

The East Kootenay (Rocky Moun- 
tain) reserve is now established as a 
regulation game preserve of approxi- 
mately 2.000 square miles area. The 
game herein has been well protected 
during the past. two seasons by pre- 
scribed closed seasons, and the 
wapiti now range the foothills in 
lordly bands. They are larger and

Marketing Eel Grass. 


During the last three or four months 
several hundred tons of eel grass 
have been exported from Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia, to the United States, 
where is sells at $10 to $12 per ton, 
while freight from Yarmouth to Bos- 
ton is about $1 per ton. 

Last year’s crop is now about clean 
ed up, but those engaged in guthering 
and curing in this district have been 
quite busy. The supply on hand i: 
ereatly larger than at the same time 
for a like date for any previous year. 
Two or three gatherers of this grass, 
who appear to monopolize the export 
trade, buying up from the smaller 
gatherers what they cure, have erect- 
ed mammoth sheds and are busy stor- 
ing it away. They report that the 
market in the United States is well 
supplied at this tame, and that, with 
the exception of a few small lots, 
there will be very little exported dur- 
ing the coming year, and not a great 
deal until 1912. 

Boston is a very large buyer for this 
grass, where it is used in building, 
packing, cheap mattresses and mixiny 
with other fibres. Efforts have been 
mwiade, and are still being made, to 
utilize the grass for rope, twine, rug, 
and other materials for which sisal 
and other grasses are used. It is 
stout, long, and of fine fibre, and it is 
suggested that it might be used to 
advantage in paper-making. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of tons of it could 
be secured near Yarmouth every year, 
just for the gathering, along the sea- 
shore?
